With this issue Winfred Emmons, Jr. completes his fine 
bibliography of H. P. Lovecraft; the May issue will center around 
the completion of Mark Hillegas' bibliography of Jules Verne. Yet 
as Extrapolation enters its third year, its central problem remains 
constant: to secure as wide a variety of articles, especially 
bibliographies, from as large a number of contributors as possible. 
Perhaps the problem is not so much a problem as a growing awareness 
of the vast amount of work that needs to be done in the genre, 
especially regarding bibliographies. Over a period of years I 
should like to see Extrapolation publish the bibliography of every 
major writer of science- fiction. Were this achieved to any large 
extent, the result could be transformed into a much-needed book. 

In the meantime, since the annual PMLA Bibliography includes the 
major items published in Extrapolation , you get Immediate credit for 
doing work on the s-f writer who most Interests you -- contemporary 
or earlier. At the Conference, if not earlier, I hope to persuade 
each of you to undertake a bibliography during the next several years. 

The Fourth Annual Conference will be on December 28. Check the 
MLA Program or write to Mark Hillegas for fuller information. 

Regarding the proposed Canon, is there any special signifi- 
cance in that the majority of titles are by American authors,- whether 
nineteenth or twentieth century?

B indicates that the work is contained 
in BEYOND THE WALL OF SLEEP, 0 in THE OUTSIDER AND OTHERS, S in SCRIETHING 
ABOUT CATS, and SR in THE SHUTTERED R0(»1. Poems with the prefixed F are in- 
cluded in the "Fungi From Yuggoth" series; they are also found in BEYOND THE 
WALL OF SLEEP.
